The tavorable time for seeding rape 
la la the spring as soon as danger of 
hard freesing is past. It wUl furalah 
pasture from the ailddle of May uata 
the third week la August. Rape will 
withstand light frosts, but aot hard 
freesing. The best rasulu.are ob- 
tained when oats and clover are sown 
with it Sow from five to sevea pouada 
of rape ahead of the drill aad then 
drill In one-half bushel of oats and 
8ix to ten pounds of clover seed to 
the acre. The rape aad oaU will serve 
.'ts a cover crop for the clover aad 
usually a good utand Of clover will be 
uhtain<'d that may be putored with 
hogs tbe following year.

he had been ill since April 26. Col 
onel Mayo was brought here for 
further treatment, after blood trans- 
fii.nion at Cincintiati had fa lt>d. Hi 
fortune made within the laat 25 years 
by investments in monotain coal 
lands, ia artimated at $20,000,o<v). 
He was only 46 years old and leaves 
a wife and two children. 

The death of John C. Calhoun 
Mayo, the mountaineer who did more 
than all Kentucky to develop the 
hidden reaourcea of hia native moun- 
tains, causes universal sorrow in the 
State. All that science could do was 
done to save his life but to no avail. 
Mr. Mayo"s fir.st .severe attack was 
one year ago last March at the Wal- 
dorf-Aatoria< He got battar, made 
a trip to Europe and, seemingly, w as 
greatly benefited. The present at- 
tack began about three months ago. 
WasbiagtOB Mayo aobmitted to a 
third operation last Thursday for the 
transfusion of blood, but it wa.s too 
late, pericarditis had set in. The 
aged mother of Mr. M^ro was not 
able to make the trip here. 

Physicians say Mr. Mayo broke all 
records known to science by the man- 
ner and length of time in which he 
held out against the ravages of 
Bright's disease. He wa,s born .Sep- 
tember 16, 1864, in Johnson county, 
near the Pike county line. His par- 
ents had come from Virginiaand set- 
tled in Johnaoo e^ty. The elder 
Mayo had nothing save the little 
farm from which he wrested a living. 

John C. Calhoun Mayo grew up on 
the farm, assisting in the farm work 
and securing as much education as 
the scho(,!s of the Kentucky moun- 
tains afforded. He decided to be- 
come a school teacher, equipped him- 
self for this calling, and procured a 
teacher's certificate at an early age. 
All through his youth and early man 
hood Mayo, taught school. There 
were not ohmv teaeiieraintlA Inoun- 
tains, and the young Kentuckian \^■as 
able to keep continuously employed 
during the school season. He trav- 
eled from place to place, and gained 
an intimate knowledge of the Ken- 
tucky mountains. 

It was while thus engaged that 
Mayo saw and took advantage of the 
oppoVtunity that brought him mil- 
lions. He had some knowledge of 
geology, and in bis travels through 
the mountains he saw that the lands 
were rich with coal and mineral 
wealth. At that time there had been 
no development, but Mayo knew 
that some day the country would 
need the coal and the reaourcea of 



the Kentucky mountains, and 

the man who possessed the 
would come into a fortune. 

It happened that the title to mil- 
lions of acres of the mountain lands 
was uncertain. They were included 
in the "Virginia grant.s, ' which had 
been made in the closing 
the eighteenth eentary. 

These lands were never .settled and 
'lay unclaimed until settlers took 
charge of them. The "Virginia 
grants," however, afTeeted the title 
to the lanil, and made them of little 
value. They were not of much worth 
as farm land, and no one cared to 
buy them when the title was not 
certain. 

Mayo found that he could buy op- 
I tions on these lands at nominal valu 
:it ions for small sums in cash. The 
>'iualters" did not feel sure that 
llie land they occupied l>elonged to 
them and money was scarce in the 
i mountains. CiMiaequentiy for 16 in 
icash llnA- were perfectly will iig to 
|gi\r ail o|)iion on iniiiieiise liucta of 
land. Vt-ar after year he taught 
school, did not spend a eent that waa 
I not neeeosary. and put ever dollar he 
could accumulate into opti.ins on 
mountain lands. As he grew more 
enthusiastic he enlisted his frienda 
and borrowed all the mooay hecovM 
to put into optloM. 

In time the Kantuckyaehool 
er had optioM oB thouganda of 
of land. HekaewthatW was tak- 
ing a chance on having the titles up- 
held liy the courts, but he had faith 
that the courts would iiphnld thaw!

firmly on the ladder of fortune. This 
waa when he brought about the or 
ganization of the Consolidation Coal 
Company of Baltimore This com 
panywssto develop coal lands' on 
which Mayo also held the rights, and 
Mayo received for his share $260,000 
in earii and a fMrtb talarwt to the 
company. 

With the $250,0(10 cash Mayo re 
turned to Kentucky. He owed at 
this time about 160,000 for money 
borrowed to develop hia properties 
or to buy options. He paid this and 
closed options for all the land in 
sight that he considered worth hav- 
ing. Then he pcoeaaded to organize 
more componiea, and three times 
within the next year he repeated his 
achievement of the Conaolidation 
Company. Thu'. in 1902, Mayo had 
made his first million. 

The greatest part of his present 
fortune was, however, still uncer- 
tain. The development of the moun- 
uins had attracted the attention of 
capitalists to the possibilities there, 
and companies had been formed 
which had bought options on the 
lands from those who claimed them 
under the "Virghiia grants." Thus 
test law became nece.s.sfiry. In 
January, 1911, the Supreme Court 
handed down a decision, which af- 
firmed the decision of the Kentucky 
courts, and held that the title of the 
"squatters," who had been living on 
the land and paying taxes on it, was 
genuine. 

Thisdeci.sion of the Supreme Court 
confirmed l)eyond any tjuestion 
Mayo's options on the iromenae tracts 
of coal landa he had been aequiring 
for twenty-five years, 
possessor of millions through his de- 
velopment of mining properties and 
the Consolidation Coal Company, hia 
fortune was immediately multiplied 
many times, and the Johnson county 
school teacher stepped into the ranks 
of the wealthiest men of his country. 
And he)iad the aatitAwtion of know- 
ing that his fortune was clean, that 
none of it was made by oppressing 
or grinding down others, that all his 
deals had been eoadoeted in the 
open, and tiiat htamilliona came ft«n 
his own foresight and his long years 
of self-denial and patient waiting. 

The outside world which haa form 
ed its picture of the Kentucky moun- 
taineer through the feud stories, 
may gain a new idea of the real men 
of the mountains from Mr. Mayo. 
Hia riae from poverty to wealth did 
not change him at all. He stayed 
true to the mountains with his home 
still at Faintsville. Johnson county, 
Ky., although he had a reaidence

The Mayo residence at Faintsville is 
one of the most palatial homes in 
Kentucky. It cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $100,000, and it is construct- 
ed in large part from stone that was 
yeara of , " Kentucky hills where 

' Mr. Mayo found his fortune. 

Mrs. Mayo is a Paintsville girl. 
She was Miss Alice Meek, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Green Meek, who con- 
ducted the hotel at Paintsville in the 
years when Mayo waa a struggling 
school teacher. Mayo fell in love 
with the hotelkeeper'.sjjietty daugh- 
ter. Hiswoom^r was succe-sful, and 
as soon aa he waTstarted on the road 
to success they were married. 

There are two childreh. John C. C. 
Mayo, .Ji., :i;_,d sixteen, and Mary 
Margaret, a^ed eleven. These child- 
ren are heirs to what is probably the 
largest fortune in Kentucky. 

Mr. Mayo consiik-rcil Paintsville 
the tiiict town on earth to live in. 
The first thing he did after receiving 
the liiSO.OOO from his first deal, waa 
to eatabliah a bank at Painuville 
with $50.0(X) capital. This capital 
waa increaaed regularly on .^t. Fat- 



rick's day. 

Mr. Mayo gave $25,000 each to two 
churches in Paintsville and present- 
ed tbe town with a ajrstemof paving. 
One of his gifts waa 11,000 to the 
Young Men's Chri.stian Asaodation 
building fund in Louiaville. 

He was preasnt when Col. Dave 
Colston and Lieut. Ethelbert Scott 
bad their memorable duel in the 
lobby of the Capital Hotel, at Frank- 
fort, in which Seottand two bystand- 
ers wera killed and several 'others 
wounded. 
Mr. Mayo and Colston were seated 
Alraady the ^ * comer of the lobby talking over 
matters of busineas when Scott en- 
tered through a door opposite, and, 
approaching Colston, began shooting 
at him. Colston responded instant- 
ly, and in a moment tiwMlats were 
flying through the lobby. Two men 
who were standing about the lobby 
when the shooting began were shot 
fatally before Scott was killed. Mr. 
Mayo, who was at Colston's aide, 
was right in line of fire, but he had 
the presence of 'mind to fall flat on 
the floor and thus escaped. 

There is an intereating story of 
how Mr. Miyo bought back the home 
place of his parents and incidentally 
made over $200,0o() by the deal. The 
elder Mayos came from Virginia^ 
near where Thomas F. Ryan has es- 
tablished his estate. After Mr. Mayo 
had achieved some vs-ealth he decided 
to buy back the paternal farm in 
Virghiia. While thus engaged he 
decided that an investment in Vir- 
ginia land would be a good thing, so 
instead of the small home farm he 
purchaaed 30,000 acres. Ryan want- 
ed thia lead for his esUte. He final- 
ly bought it from Mr Mayo at an 
advance in price of $7 an acre or 
t210,OClO all told.

Vera Cruz, May 12.— Five days 
ago Private Samuel Parka, while of 
unsound mind, rode on a horse be- 

longing til Col. Taggart into the 
enemy's lines and did not return. 
Various expiaaatiooa were ghw of 
his disappearance. I was at that 
time on my way to Mexico City and 
did not know the man was missing, 
but the atory told me in Mexico City 
makaa dm believe I can explain wh^ 
Parka has not returned. What fol- 
lowa was told me by a man who got 
it from the last man who saw Parka 
alive F>^r their own aafety I can* 
not give 'he namea of my inform- 
ants, but they are known to me, and 
1 can vouch fur their responsibility. 

At Tembladora, three milea ODt» 
side our lines. Parka waa seen by 
five Mexican regulars. They were 
in uniform and mounted. From be- 
hind, one of the Mexicans struck 
Parks at the base of the spine -with 
the butt of his rifle. Parks fell 
from his horse and was bound and 
then either driven or forced to walk 
to Tejeria, where a major, twenty 
soldiers and several foreigners were 
waiting for a train to Mexico City. 
One of these is my informant. The 
Major placed Fark.s, still bound, on 
the floor of a hut and set a guard at 
the door. He told my informant 
that he intended shooting Parks at 

I sunrise. My informant ^^ays he 
tried to dissuade the Maj^r, which 

I angered him, and he threatened my 
informant4 which he gives as the 
reason why I,,- .jiil not talk with 

I Parks, but in passing the dcor of 
the hut be told Parka he was to die. 
The second time my informant pass- 
ed the door Parks quickly -;aiii: 
"1 am .*<airiu.'! I'ai k- ' 
The third time ho pasaed Parka 
was able to tell the Colonel of the 
Twenty-eighth Infantry; At daybreak 
the Major beekotie.l l'ai k> out and 
with a squad led liiin t'> the woods 
ntjar the station. My informant 
says that Parks fmlled and looked 
meaningly at him, :i> il;niij;h to re- 
mind him to deliver the message. 
He says the bearing "f I'ai ks was so 
brave that he could not bear to see 
him die and remained at the hut. 
The other foreiKoer-i folloued, anil 
in a few minutes he heard the volley. 
Foreigners returning told him Parka 
was killed, dying instantly and that 
the Mexicans to conceal his body 
were iMiui inv: kei useneon it and pre- 
paring to cremate it. My inform* 
ante added that the horaa ridden by 
Parks was sent by an orderly to Gen. 
Maas. This is set down as tuld me 
from the knowledge of my inform- 
ant I believe it is true.

The roads 
oaa now be built of laatlng materials, 
saeh aa will withstand the wear of 
motor tralBc, which la teat ruining 
Barapa'a centnry-otd r oadways. l-ast- 
lag road asatarlals are everywhere 
praaaot la tha tana of sand and gravel 
from pita aad atraam bada aad crushed 
rock from stone qagrrlae. Combined

Tha arat eonManjMea la the build- 
ing of ccB er a W raaaa la a careful 
atudy of toeal depee Wa e( aaad, gravel 
and roeh— kaewn as the "aggregate' 
to sao whathar thay are soluble for 
concrata.

It Is much taalar and cheaper to mix 
tbe concrete with a machine than by 
hand. Depending oa the grading of 
the aggregate, the eonereta la usually 
proportioned one bag of Portland oa- 
meat to two cubic feet oC aaad aad 
four cubic feet ot seraoaed gravel or. 
crushed rock, or one of oamant to two 
of sand and three of gravel or rock. 
During the grading and draining of 
the road, the "aggregate" Is haulafl 
and piletl at convenient points. Tha 
concrete In niixeii mushy wet, is de- 
posited to the thicknesg of six inchea 
upon the :lrin olil road-bed, and ia 
hroUKht lo srade and shape by means 
of a templet In order to shed the 
water to thii side drains tho surface 
of the concrete i» ^hen a rise or 
crown in the center of one ont>-hun- 
dredth to one seventy-flfth the width 
of the roadway Tho surface ia fin- 
ished with a wood) II float and wire 
l)room, by which means ihero la af- 
forded perfect fooling for horses At 
Intervala of 35 ffeet tbe road la divided

"Many pfisMns ncini lo tliink llm' 
the men in our priMnis nrti h (listinrt 
claaa difTerent In several ppeontialH 
from any other claas. " says Mr Older 
"They seem to think ihnt ronvlcls 
should be treated dlfTr ro iitly from oth 
er man, wbereaa whatever dlfferenrc 
there la between convirts aiul froo < iti- 
zens Is almost entirfly nno of decree 
and not of kind. Fo» men no tliroiisli 
llff without at one time or another be- 
ing out of sympathy with the law in 
thought or art, but wa do not call 
ihpm all crlmlnnls. 

"Tlie rrlnilnals are those who p«'t

tliiiioiiK attitude toward Foriei), and

flnncp of the law and ciiKtom When a 
man Is poor and dinsatisned and his 
point of view Is twisted liy an unsym- 
pathetic eiiviroiinit nt or the irr -s|.oii 
Mlble Inf1uenc(> of the sireels it is il!--:

what we mlRht call occasional crinii 
nallty to habitual criiiiinallly 

"Then 111' has the criminal alt it ude of 
mind anil his occupation is law-break 
Ing Just as BelllnB boots or books or 
makluK stoves Is the occupation of an 
other man. Hut he does not Choose his 
<" cuiiatlon because of some Inhereiii 
menial defect. Many a man whose 
name Ib a symbol of honesty would 
have become a criminal If he had been 
under the same IntUienres and experi- 
ences that affect the averaKU man who 
steals for a living. 

"Take the little boys of the very 
poor Turned out when mere babies to 
spend their time from morning till 
nlKht on the streets they quickly be- 
come petty violators of the law and It's 
largely a matter of chance whether any 
one of theni will have a vision of a life 
of law-ablditiK honesty and settle down 
safely before a few encounters with 
the police and association with crime 
determine his future as a criminal 

"In their liuslni-.-.s of beiuK criminals, 
most men look at thinns dilferently 
from us; but in thing's not (oiuerned 
with their law breaking they are like 
other men In their feelluRS and 
thouKhts. Realizing, then, that crlml 
nals are pretty niui li as oiin r people. 
I have spent many years trying to 
correct the yoint of Tlaw at aa many 
of them as possible. 

"The ri'sults of my efforts have been 
most encouraging. Rlj;ht now there 
ari' I 'lO e.\ convicts workln« on ranches 
and In other jilaces In ('allfornia who 
have got Ihelr chan<'e through my em 
|)Ioynient bureau. My own ranch is 
worked almost entirely by ex convicts 
Only two men out of all wi- hav>- 
helped have ever been sent back lu 
prison, which, i think, is a reowrkubh 
showing."

Two or three years ago he built 
and equipped a pablie tall) in his 
block of boildtaga known as "The 
Avalon" and lotrtha pnblk use it 
free of charge for all sorts of gather- 
ings. He haa never aooght offices, 
but onea and awMIt oot k thrust 

upon him. He was a trustee of Mc- 
l/ean College, was a I'ark Commis- 
sioner until he resigni'd la't week and 
only a few daya ago about 660 voters 
of HopMnavma toM hhn he )aat had 
to serve as Public School Trustee.

Of course he is inarrit-cl and has a 
family of young Metcalfes who bid 
fair to "grow more like their dad 
every day."
